Claims 1-35 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions

II. Claim 35, drawn to a method for treating coronary arterial decease in a patients. , 
classified in class 424, subclass 93.

Claim 1 link(s) inventions group A -G and H. or group I and II. The restriction 
requirement among the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the 
linking claim(s), claiml. Upon the allowance of the linking claim(s), the 
restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any

Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the 
different inventions of groups A to H are directed to use structurally different material for 
revasculariting the ischemic region. Different peptides used for the methods require different 
searches. The search for group I of peptide SEQ ID NO: 1 does not coextensive with the search 
of peptide of SEQ ID NO: 2 or the peptide of rest of groups vice versa. The search for group A 
cannot be used for deterring the potentiality of group B or rest of groups or vice versa. 

3. Inventions of group I and group II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the 
instant case the different inventions the invention of group I is directed to a method for 
revascularizing an ischemic region, whereas, the group II is drawn to a method for treating 
coronary artery disease. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group A is not required for Group B or vice versa, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
